NDIANA-OHIO TOUR 


Will Also Visit Pennsylvania

dent Roosevelt will leave Washing- 
ton late Friday night on a cam- 
paign Invasion of Indiana, Ohio, 
and Pennsylvania, with a major 
speech scheduled at Fort Wayne, 
Ind., it was learned. 


Mr. Roosevelt will also visit To- 


ledo and Akron, O., and on the 
return swing will call at Scranton, 
Pa., in the heart of Pennsylvania's 
coal mining territory. 


At Scranton. it was understood, 


he will speak in connection with 
the celebration of John Mitchell 
day, a day the miners have set 
aside to honor that labor leader. 


The strenuous 5,000 mile tour, 


during which he delivered four 
major addresses and hu.idreds ol 
rear platform speeches, apparently 
did not tire Mr. Roosev-it. 
He is 


a veteran campaigner 
and 
ap- 


peared to enjoy it. 


After Nov. 3 he hopes to get 


away for a few days of deep-sea 
fishing before proceeding to Warm 
Springs, Ga., where in accordance 
with custom of long standing he 
spends his Thanksgiving with the 
infantile paralysis sufferers at the 
Warm Springs foundation. 


Wednesday night Mr. Roosevelt 


will deliver a major address to the 
country 
from 
Worcester, Mass., 


over a national radio hookup. At 
the conclusion he will board hia 
train for the run into Connecticut 
where on the following day he will 
combine politics with government 
business, the latter being consid- 
eration of the state's flood control 
problems.

ABOARD LANDON CAMPAIGN 


TRAIN, IN CALIFORNIA. (UP). 
Gov. 
Alf M. Landon moved into 


California with a broader recipro- 
cal trade view to offer in a bid 
for that state's 22 electoral votes 
and a pledge to improve the civil- 
ian conservation corps. 
He hoped to bring California 


definitely into the republican col- 
umn with his speech Tuesday night 
at Los Angeles and then turn east- 
ward again for last minute fights 
for states in the southwest, the 
middlewest and the east. 
The prelude to the republican 
presidential candidate's expanded 
views on reciprocal trade agree- 
ments was made Monday night in 
a 25-minute platform speech at Al- 
buquerque, N. M. He emphasized 
proper use of the reciprocal trade 
doctrine and charged the new deal 
with its abuse. 
His broader view followed re- 
cent criticism by James P. War- 
burg of the Landon trade position 
when Warburg announced he would 
vote for Mr. Roosevelt. Gov. Lan- 
don charged the new deal with 
narrow 
economic 
nationalism, 
closely paralleling Warburg's re- 
cent criticism of republican in- 
ability to recognize that economic 
nationalism lies at the 
root of 


"our" 
economic difficulties. 


Gov. 
Landon was prepared to 
cut loose his heaviest ammunition 
in his Los Angeles speech, sum- 
ming up the fundamental issues of 
the campaign. 
Developments that stood out on 


his journey across the southwest 
to the Pacific coast included: 
1. In a rear platform speech 
at Barstow, Calif., Tuesday morn- 
ing Gov. Landon recalled his con- 
stant support and action for im- 
provement of the civilian conser- 
'vation corps legislation, promised 
to 
"do everything 
within my 
power not only to continue the 
CCC but 
to improve it." He 
charged the Roosevelt administra- 
tion was threatening to lead sev- 
eral h"ndred thousand youths in

Winter Coining Into Nebraska 


From the Northwest After 


a Summery Day. 


SIDNEY, Neb. (IP). Snow began 


falling here at 10 a. m., the first 
moisture in Cheyenne county for 
almost two months. A slight wind 
accompanied tbe snow., 


NORFOLK, Neb. CP>. Summer- 
like temperatures of the past few 
days faded as a touch of winter 
arrived in northeast Nebraska and 
southern South Dakota, bringing 
with it snow and rain in some lo- 
calities. 
The snowfall was the 
first of the season. 
Snow was falling at 8 o'clock 
Tuesday morning at Valentine, 
Neb., and Winner, S. D., accord- 
ing to the Northwestern Bell Tele- 
phone company. 
The snow was 
heavy and wet at Winner, while 
at Valentine it wa« preceded by 
rain. About four inches of snow 
covered the Black Hills Tuesday 
morning. 
After reaching 74 degrees Mon- 
day afternoon at

Beat Engineer, Strip an Offi- 


cial and Chute the Crew 


Into the Woods. 


MINDEN, La. (.P>. Women strike 


sympathizers stopped a train here, 
beat the engineer, tore the clothing 
from an official, chased the crew 
into nearby woods and 
left the 
frightened passengers stranded. 
The women, several 
hundred 


strong, surrounded the northbound 
"Shreveporter" of the Louisiana 
and Arkansas railway 
when it 
stopped here for water Monday 
night, clambered aboard, and col- 
lared Mark Willis, senior engineer 
of the line, and a Negro brakeman. 
Other crew members leaped from 
the train and fled to nearby woods. 


W. F. Salisbury, chief engineer 


of the road, protested vigorously 
when Willis was hauled into the 
station and forced to telegraph his 
resignation to C. P. Couch, presi- 
dent of the railway. 
The women turned on Salisbury, 
witnesses said, ripped his clothing 
from his body, slapped him roundly 
and let him go. 


A shop foreman went out to the 
stalled train later in the night, 
shut off steam to keep the locomo- 
tive engine from exploding, and 
moved the engine into the round- 
house. 


Between 300 and 400 members 


of the auxiliary of the 
striking 


railroad workers organization were 
reported to have gathered at Min- 
den earlier in the day, coming from 
as far south as Baton Rouge, La., 
and as far north as Hope, Ark. 


The disturbance marked the sec- 
ond time women took a vigorous 
part in the strike. Last week, a 
group of about 25 women halted 
a freight train for three hours, 
imprisoned

in a 


caboose, and sought to force the 
train crew to quit.

Future of Medicine 


Seen in Prevention 


Cures for Many Ailments Possible, But Scope 


of Preventive Ills Also Has Widened

IT IS a joy to the doctor when 


a desperately sick patient makes 
a nice recovery. It is far less dra- 
matic to stop an epidemic or to 
prevent an infection with typhoid 
or diphtheria. But who can doubt 
that disease prevention is far more 
important than its treatment and 
cure? 


In the past quarter of a century 


?reat advances have been made in 
medicine. 
New germs, new dis- 


eases and new methods of treating 
old diseases have been discovered. 


As I view it, the most important 


of all the progress in medicine is 
the development of what is known 
as preventive medicine. This has 
lessened 
disease, 
decreased 
the 


number of deaths per year and 
greatly increased the expectation 
of life. 


Notable among these advances 


are the various methods of giving 
immunization against disease. The 
word "immunization" is applied to 
the results of inoculation or vac- 
cination, developing in the 
body 


powers of resistance which enable 
it to fight off infections and con- 
tagious diseases. 


Smallpox Eradicated 


Smallpox has been all but eradi- 


cated. 
Cases 
of this one-tuna 


dread infection are now seldom 
heard of in civilized connt.-its. This 
marked change can only be attrib- 
uted to universal vaccination. 


All children should b<' vac.'ir.atej 


against smallpox before they tre. 
one year old. The Unite.i Stale.:; !

Most persons are confused In 


distinguishing between toxin* and 
anti-toxins. 
An individual with 


diphtheria may be frroatly aided 
by the administration of diphtheria 
anti-toxin. 
In fact, this method 


has fjreat)y decreased the death 
rate among diphtheria patients. 
But diphtheria anti-toxin will not 
prevent diphtheria. 


I'rotivt.lvB Toxin 


At.-tivr immunity nr prntfrtion 


against diphtheria is obtained by 
the use of diphtheria "toxin anti- 
toxin". By mmnm of a «neci*l pro- 


cedurc, called the "SchiiTk test", it 
is possible to determine whether an 
individual is susceptible to diph- 
theria. If he is, he should receive 
the toxin-anti-toxin injection and 
be protected against this disease. 


By a similar method of applica- 


tion, typhoid fever can be prevent- 
ed. This disease is now never found 
in the army or navy. All men en- 
tering the service receive the in- 
oculation. 
It should be used by 


everybody likely to be exposed to 
typhoid. 


Other diseases formerly feared 


are now well within the limits rtlL 
prevention. 
The future of mecli-^ 


cine lies in prevention rather than 
cure.

DECREASE IN FIRES. 


State Fire Marshal Davis said 


127 fires were reported to his 
office 
in 
September

with 179 in August, with a re- 
ported loss of $157.902.82.

POWER GO TOGETHER 


In n second University of Ne- 


braska convocation at th« Tempi* 
Tuesday morning. John Duncan 
Spaeth, former Princeton profes- 
sor and now chancellor of 
the 


University 
of 
Kansas City, de- 


fended th* statement that freedom 
must be associated with an in- 
crease in power. Sf><-Hkinir on the 
topic, "Training: for Freedom," the 
speaker referred to his subject 
as a paradox, in that training im- 
plies restriction of 
some 
kind, 


while freedom implies the total 
lack of any restraint. 


"The 
only kind of training that 


justifies the limitations it imposes 
is the training that results in free- 
dom, 
and the only freedom that 


has enduring value is the free- 
dom That is the result of train- 
ing-," 
said 
Chancellor 
Spaeth. 


"There is one reason why there 
is a decline in liberalism today 
and our faith in an old fashioned 
freedom, and that Is because wa 
always think of fieedom in a nega- 
tive wav. It has come to mean 
tlie abse'nce of restraint and simi- 
larly that peace is the absence of 
war. 
rather than peace is the es- 
sence of justice. 


"Power and freedom belong; to- 


grether. Education should teach ua 
to add ourselves up, for a liberal 
education is really a liberating 
one. 
Freedom is essentially an 


achievement from within and not 
a gift from without." 
The speaker said that while 


many may be in spirit with the 
principles of the new deal, the 
real issue is the ways of achiev- 
ing this end. Admitting he was 
making: no attempt to attack the 
administration the Kansas City 
educator 
nevertheless 
criticized 
the philosophy which made an ap-

Be it Enacted by the People of the State of Nebraska: 


Section 1. That Section 1, Article IV, Constitution of the State of 


Nebraska, 1875, and the several amendments thereto, including the amend- 
ments proposed by the Constitutional Convention of 1919-1920, and 
adopted at the special election held on the 21st day of September, 1920.^ 
be amended to read as follows:

The Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, Secretary 
of State, Auditor of Public Accounts, and Treasurer shall be chosen at 
the general election held in November, 1922, 
and in each even numbered 


year thereafter, and their term of office shall be two years and until their 
successors shall be elected and qualified. Thp Superintendent of Public 
Instruction shall be elected in November, 1922. ami every four yours 
thereafter, and his term of office shall he four ynars and until hi* suc- 
cessor shall he elected and qualified. The records, hooks and papers of nil 
executive officers shall ho kept at thr sent of government, and such 
officers, excepting the Lieutenant. Governor, shall reside there during 
tlu-ir respective terms of office. 
Officers in the executive department^of 


the state shall perform such duties as may bo provided hy law. The 
heads of all executive departments established hy law, other than .those 
to be elected as provided herein, shall be appointed by the Governor, with 
the consent of a majority of all the members Heclr-d to the Legislature, 
hut officers so appointed may be removed by the Governor. Subject to 
the provisions of this Constitution, the heads of the various executive 
or civil departments shall have power to appoint nnd remove all sub- 
ordinate employees in thr-ir respective departments."
